Htanl'oril's Death Was Not 


Unexpected

ijiys of Senator Stanford's death which 
reached the outside world were sent by 
an Associated Press correspondent from 
the little town of Mcnlo but a few min- 
utes after it was discovered Unit the 
Senator had breathed hia last. 


Owing to the hour and the meagre 


telegraphic facilities it was impossible 
to obtain any of thu details last night. 
Friends of Somitor Stanford's family re- 
ceived the Had news through the morn- 
ing papers. 


This morning, at 4.24, a special train 


bearing Charles Lalhrop, Sirs. Stan- 
ford's brother, left Siin Francisco, arriv- 
ing ht-re at 5.30. A carriage awaited 
him nt the station which drove rapidly 
to llic Stanford residence, which is situ- 
ated about a mile and a half from Ihe 
station. 


From an early hour thin mommy tele- 


graphic, messages of sympathy have 
poured in upon Mrs. Stanford 
J'Jnch in- 


coming train was tilled with personal 
friends, Southern Pacific railway otliccrs 
and those who have been intimately as- 
sociated with the Senator in his many 
affaire. 


Five high Southern Pacific officers 


were among those who arrived on the 
10.40 train from San Francisco— Man- 
ager A. N. Townc, J. A. Fillmore, H. E. 
Himlinglon, Auditor and Controller 
Housing and Mr. Selnvcrin, 


Jlr. Huntington said in reply to an in- 


Senator's severe at- 
tack Jit Washington his death has been 
amm)£ tho probabilities each day, al- 
though it was thought by all his friends 
that lie might survive for years. It was 
known that h« never would ri.'Mimo bis 
activity in railway affairs, and it was 
known that ho would resign bis scat in 
the United Stales senate unless the He- 
publican party needed him.

The Senator retired at 10, feeling bet- 


ter than usual. At 12.05 his old and 
trusted valet, Edward Larguy, who for 
some time had visited the Senator's 
room at different times during tin* 
night, went in. Ho heard a gasp, and 
seeing something was wrong, gavu the 
alarm, first to Mrs. Stanford, then to 
bis private secretary, Mr. Nash. When 
Mrs. Stanford reached the room her 
husband had breathed his last.

sician, hut there was nothing left for 
medical nkill. Death had resulted im- 
mediately from heart failure.

Stanford's share of these bonds ia said

From stocks and bonds alone the 


Stanford estate is said to receive an in- 
ome of nearly $1,000,000 annually. 
Then there is the San Francisco cable 


oad property that pays 10 per cent an- 
mallyon $12,000,000, of which Stan- 
onl's share is $3,000,000. He leaves 
00,000 acres of land, including the 
[real Vina vineyard, and other real es- 
ate worth $0,000,000, and other personal 
)roperty worth $1,000,000, making the 
ggregatc value of bis estate about, $35,- 
00,000, on which there is an annual iu- 
ome of perhaps $3,000,000.

itbcr publicly or privately as to who 
vill succeed him."

0 feeble thiitlie required the assistance 
of a servant to enable him to move 
ihout. lUicmnatisin, added to the de- 
lilityof old age, caused him much mit- 
erinjr. 


Two years ago he went abroad to try 


.he medical waters of European health 
resorts, and returned to America appar- 
ently in better health. 
Since then ho 


las traveled a great deal between Guli- 
ornia und Washington, accompanied 
ilways by his devoted wife, but his fee- 
ileueHS increased noticeably. 


Notwithstanding his condition his 


leatli at this time was unexpected and 
caused something of a shock to those 
vho knew him. 


Senator Dolph of Oregon, the only 


member of congress from the Pacific 
;oiifll in town, said this afternoon it 
would be impossible for the congress- 
onal committee to reach Palo Alto in 
,imc for the funeral, and ho thought 
Vice President Stevenson would desig- 
mte Senator Mitchell and such other 
lenators now on the coast to attend the 
uneral in behalf of the gunatc. It is

Both of them were serious minded 
and both full of good will and benevo- 
ence in managing the riches intrusted 
to them.

We have 
at liii-a, after ycar.-i spent in tentative ef- 
forts and in cnlightemng the Kastem 
mind, a peaceful and legal method for 
getting rid of the Chinese, but seemingly 
the executive arm of the government is 
paralyzed, and we are without means, 
and apparently there is not the least 
disposition on thu part of the Washing- 
ton authorities to enforce the remedy. 
We hear nothing whatever from the 
President or the treasury department 
us to when the machinery of the llcary 
act will be set in motion. 


"The apathy of the administration on 


the Chinese question is peculiarly inter- 
esting to Californians at this juncture. 
A sorrowing wail comes up from 2000 
San Francisco women who have "been 
thrown out of employment by the clos- 
ing of the dives. The employment of 
women in these, dives has an intimate 
relation with the Chinese question. The 
person bent qualified to speak on thc3C 
cognate subjects is Chief of Police Crow- 
ley. 
This officer Btutea emphatically, 


and furnishes evidence to back up his 
assertion, thai nil the dive women are 
not bod. 
The Chinese, he says, have 


driven them out of bread-winning posi- 
tions, and the only way to reinstate 
them is to de]>ort the Chinese. This is 
the only practical suggestion with refer- 
ence to the dive women matter that we 
have heard. Chief CJrowley docs not 
atato what will become of the dive 
women in disc the Chinese hold their 
footing, but what he did say was ut- 
Ured by another person. This other 
person declares that lie does not eec 
what the unemployed dive women are 
to do unless they all become bad—giv- 
ing as a reason for hist conclusion that 
the places which they ought to fill an 
occupied by Chinese. Evidently there 
fire n ROOT! many things about the Chi- 
nese question which the President doeH 
not linderritand, and of which he dues 
not Keem anxious to acquire knowledge. 
The President lias been conspicuous, 
both in IIJH private and public capacity, 
as an advocate of the. strict enforce- 
ment of the law, but he Bcemn to have 
lost his grip on the Chine*; biihinu.-t-:. 
If we might, receive an assurance thiil, 
(be law would be i-nforix*l at at a Hi.wi- 
lled time.—or if we were, lot into the 
HOcrct an to why action is deferred—it 
would help UH A good deal. H in the 
growing ln-Hcf llml the law is not be en- 
forced nt all that in causing HO much din- 
quietude.
